Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  23th  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  three  districts  of  the  Combine,,  together  with  an  account  of  the 
activities  of  each  Health  Department  for  the  year  1962o  The  report 
has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 

NOo  I/63. 

During  1962,  the  Crawley  Urban  District  Council  requested  the 
Minister  to  sanction  an  extension  of  my  services  as  Mo0oH.  to  that 
Authority  for  a  further  two  year  period  from  March,  1963?  but  formal 
approval  was  only  given  until  the  spring  of  1964 „  The  Council  has 
again  made  application  for  a  continued  extension  until  March,  19660 

Details  of  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  individual  districts  will 
be  found  on  the  first  two  pages  of  each  sectionQ  In  the  Horsham  Urban 
District  the  Estimated  Resident  Population  rose  from  21,320  to  21,950s 
the  corrected  Birth  Rate  rose  to  l6o07  and  the  corrected  Death  Rate  to 
llo93?  which  is  the  national  average »  Births  exceeded  deaths  by  960 
In  the  Horsham  Rural  District  the  E0R0P0  showed  a  rise  from  24,o4o  to 
24, 390 ;  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  rose  from  l4e33  to  l6o34,  while  the 
corrected  Death  Rate  dropped  to  9°6lo  The  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  was  l60o  In  the  Petworth  Rural  District  the  E.R0P0  rose  to 
9,770  and  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  increased  to  17o27»  the  corrected 
Death  Rate  again  rose  to  10o64,  while  births  exceeded  deaths  by  13° 

In  all  three  districts  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  stands  at  an 
exceptionally  low  level,  -  in  the  Horsham  Urban  District  this  represents 
80 2  deaths  within  the  first  year  per  thousand  births,  while  the  Horsham 
and  Petworth  Rural  Districts  are  but  little  higher  with  figures  of 
10ol3  and  13<>3°  These  infant  mortality  figures,  averaging  less  than 
half  those  for  England  and  Wales,  clearly  point  to  a  high  standard  of 
maternal  and  child  careQ  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  any  of  the 
three  districts o  Expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  live  births, 
the  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  3»9° 

Tables  showing  the  main  causes  of  death  appear  separately,  and 
from  these  it  will  be  seen  that  a  total  of  35  deaths  were  attributed 
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to  cancer  of  the  bronchus  or  lung?  as  against  25  such  cases  during  1961  a 
During  the  last  few  years  in  the  country  as  a  whole  there  has  been  a 
rise  of  about  1,000  deaths  annually  from  this  cause 0  So  long  as  the 
cigarette  manufacturers  are  permitted  to  spend  over  two  million  pounds 
annually  in  advertising?  aiming  particularly  at  youth,  the  steady  rise 
in  deaths  from  thin  distressing  and  largely  unnecessary  cause  is  likely 
to  continue  with  ever-increasing  momentum « 

Notifiable  Diseases 


The  total  notifications  received  from  the  three  districts  during  1962 

was  only  201,  -  a  figure  well  below  the  average «  Included  in  this  total 
were  156  cases  of  Measles?  but  1962  was  not?  of  course,  a  "Measles  Year" o 
No  cases  of  diphtheria  or  enteric  fever  were  notified  and  only  four  of 
Sonne  dysentery 0 

Also  included  were  10  cases  of  Food  Poisoning?  nine  in  the  Urban  and 
one  in  the  Sural  District  of  Horsham »  All  were  due  to  Salmonella  typhi- 
murium  and  are  referred  to  below « 

Salmonella  Food  Poisoning 

Since  1956  -  a  peak  year?  when  8,961  total  incidents  of  Food  Poisoning 
were  reported  in  England  and  Wales?  of  which  58%  were  due  to  salmonellae  -- 
there  has  been  a  steady  but  slow  fall  in  the  annual  numbers »  However  the 
most  striking  feature  throughout  the  past  decade  has  been  the  enormous 
number  of  "sporadic"  cases,  when  it  has  been  impossible  to  pin  down  the 
source  of  infection*,  For  each  and  every  "outbreak",  there  have  been 
approximately  50  isolated  incidents?  and  only  too  often  all  efforts  by  the 
staff  of  Public  Health  Departments  prove  fruitless »  In  1962  an  eminent 
authority  remarked  that  "one  of  the  failures  of  public  health  practice  at 
the  present  time  is  to  investigate  salmonellosis  adequately."  One  of  the 
difficulties  in  this  matter  arises  from  the  relatively  mild  nature  of  many 
attacks,  as  a  result  of  which  full  investigation  of  a  case  of  "gastro¬ 
enteritis"  may  not  be  undertakeno  Often  enough?  should  a  correct  diag¬ 
nosis  not  be  made,  no  great  harm  is  done,  particularly  if  the  sufferer  is 
careful  in  matters  of  personal  hygiene o  However  the  picture  is  very 
different  if  the  patient  is  a  food-handler,  whether  employed  in  a  restau¬ 
rant,  a  canteen,  or  even  in  the  home*. 

The  second  difficulty  results  from  the  many  different  foodstuffs  and 
other  materials  which  are  liable  to  infection 6  The  list  includes  spray- 
dried  egg  from  America;  Chinese,  Australian?  and  other  crystalline  and 
liquid  egg  albumen  and  liquid  whole  egg;  desiccated  coconut  from  Ceylon; 
bone  meal  and  fish  meal  from  Central  Africa  and  the  Middle  East;  dried 
blood  and  many  types  of  meat?  particularly  porko  Many  abattoirs,  pig 
farms  and  bakeries  are  hot-beds  of  infection?  and  only  too  often  this 
infection  is  conveyed  by  cakes,  trifles,  custards?  milk  and  milk  products, 
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cream  buns,  cooked  meats,  meat  pies,  sausage  rolls,  etc» 

The  various  strains  of  salmonellae  now  run  to  many  hundreds,  but 
perhaps  the  most  serious  of  these  is  Salmonella  paratyphoid  B,  the 
usual  cause  of  paratyphoid  fever „  Many  outbreaks  of  this  disease 
have  been  traced  to  the  use  of  unpasteurised  egg  by  the  bakery  trade  $  - 
it  will  be  remembered  that  there  was  such  an  outbreak  in  Crawley  in  1959 
when  some  dozen  cases  occurred  among  local  children,  while  others  were 
notified  further  afieldo  Rather  surprisingly  the  three  combined  Dis¬ 
tricts  escaped  involvement 0  The  recent  announcement  by  the  Minister  of 
Health,  that  he  is  now  considering  steps  to  ensure  that  all  liquid  egg 
products  imported  into  this  country  will  be  pasteurised  before  use,  will 
be  welcomed  by  all  public  health  workers « 

One  source  of  salmonella  infection  calls  for  special  mention,,  A 
survey  in  1962  showed  that  27%  of  raw  horse  meat,  16%  of  other  meat,  12% 
of  prepared  pet  meat,  and  13%  of  garden  fertilisers  were  found  to  contain 
salmonellae „  Although  a  potential  source  of  infection,  garden  fertilisers 
such  as  dried  blood  and  bone  meal,  probably  involve  but  a  small  risk, 
though  it  is  inadvisable  that  they  should  be  sold  in  shops  which  retail 
food  for  human  consumption 0  Pet  meat  is  a  more  serious  hazard,  for  the 

housewife  who  handles  such  material  may  use  the  same  utensils  or  knives 
for  human  food  later  onc  Similarly  only  too  often  the  meat  for  pets  may 
be  prepared  in  the  kitchen  on  the  same  draining  board  or  table  as  for 
household  foodo  Certainly  the  risk  which  such  a  practice  involves  is 
not  generally  appreciated 0 


The  difficulties  which  are  so  frequently  encountered  during  "food 
poisoning"  enquiries  were  well  exemplified  by  an  incident  in  this  area 
in  1962c  During  June  and  July,  five  single  cases  of  Salmonella  typhi- 
murium  infection  and  one  "family  outbreak"  affecting  three  children,  came 
to  light  in  Horsham  and  Crawley o  Three  of  the  single  cases  which  occurred 
in  Horsham  showed  the  same  time  of  onset,  and  gave  a  history  of  having 
eaten  "cream  buns"  which  came  from  a  bakery  in  Crawley  0  In  the  light  of 
our  earlier  experience,  enquiries  were  made  at  the  bakery  ..concerned  regard¬ 
ing  the  type  of  egg  used  in  manufacture,  but  we  were  assured  that  this  was 
pasteurised  frozen  egg,  -  the  firm  having  specified  this  in  their  contract 
with  the  suppliers o 

However  during  September  a  further  four  cases  were  reported  in 
Crawley  and  four  in  Horsham,  all  due  to  Salmonella  typhi-murium  of  an 
unusual  type,  and  in  seven  of  these  cases  there  was  a  history  of  having 
eaten  cream  buns  or  cream-filled  sponges  from  the  same  source  -  the 
bakery  in  Crawley „  This  new  strain  of  organism  had  first  been  detected 
in  February,  1962,  at  the  Port  of  Entry,  during  routine  bacteriological 
examination  of  frozen  egg  from  Australia .  Enquiries  were  immediately 

made  from  other  Health  Departments  over  a  wide  area  and  similar  cases 
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could  be  linked  at  Horley,  Gxted,  Hassocks  and  Brighton  Armed  with 
this  information  we  were  able  to  satisfy  ourselves  that  the  source  of 
infection  was  in  fact  the  bakery  referred  to  above ,  and  it  was  establish¬ 
ed  that  the  egg  supplies  were  unpasteurised „  It  was  clear  that  the 
fault  in  the  matter  lay  with  the  suppliers  of  the  frozen  egg  and  not 
with  the  bakery o  Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  all  future 
supplies  of  egg  were  heat-treated ,  while  the  remaining  tins  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination 0  In  due  course  a  report  was 
received  from  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Colindale,  which 
showed  that  salmonellae  had  been  isolated  from  three  of  these  tins  and 
that  one  of  the  several  varieties  was  of  the  same  type  which  had  caused 
the  outbreak o 

A  full  bacteriological  survey  was  undertaken  at  the  bakery,  including 
specimens  from  members  of  the  staff 0  All  but  one  proved  negative,  but 
this  came  from  a  man  working  in  the  cake  line,  who  was  intimately  con¬ 
cerned  in  the  handling  of  cream  buns0  He  was  immediately  suspended  from 
work  and  not  permitted  to  resume  until  three  successive  specimens  proved 
negative o 

Undulant  Fever  (Brucellosis) 

A  year  ago  I  made  reference  to  this  problem,  when  I  reported  the 
occurrence  of  a  case  of  Undulant  Fever  in  the  Horsham  Urban  District 
which  could  be  clearly  linked  with  an  outbreak  of  contagious  abortion 
among  cattle  on  a  farm  in  the  adjoining  rural  areao  It  was  necessary 
to  serve  a  notice  under  Section  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General) 
Regulations,  1959?  to  require  the  immediate-  pasteurisation  of  all  milk 
from  this  source «  During  1962  no  such  action  has  been  called  for,  but 

I  would  like  to  refer  further  to  the  difficulties  which  are  experienced 
when  positive  reports  on  biological  milk  samples  are  received 0 

In  "The  Health  of  West  Sussex  1962"  the  County  Medical  Officer  reports 
that,  of  299  milk  samples  procured  for  biological  testing,  15  were  found 
to  contain  brucella  organisms,  adding  that  in  each  case  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  district  was  informedo  The  receipt  of  such  information 
places  a  Medical  Officer  in  considerable  difficulty,  in  the  light  of  the 
advice  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which  has  been  summarised  by 
Bothwell  et  al  1962  as  follows 

(1)  A  case  of  Undulant  Fever  is  sufficient  to  warrant  the  service  of  a 

notice  without  bacteriological  report 0 

(2)  One  positive  bacteriologic  or  biologic  report  does  not  by  itself 

justify  the  service  of  a  notice,  but  two  consecutive  ones  do» 

(3)  One  negative  report,  even  after  a  positive  one,  justifies  with¬ 
drawal  of  the  notice  in  the  absence  of  other  conflicting  evidence <> 
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There  is  always  a  lengthy  though  unavoidable  delay  between  the 
taking  of  a  milk  sample  and  receipt  of  the  report  5  if  two  positive 
findings  are  to  be  required  before  a  notice  is  served  there  is  the 
probability  that  infected  milk  will  continue  to  be  sold  to  the  public 
for  a  matter  of  months o 


The  true  incidence  of  brucellosis  in  Great  Britain  is  unknown,  for 
the  disease  is  not  notifiable,  except  in  the  area  of  some  ten  Authorities » 
Even  in  such  areas  it  is  generally  realised  that  there  are  cases  where 
the  relative  mildness  of  symptoms  interferes  with  diagnosis  and  so  the 
notification  rate  does  not  necessarily  reflect  the  true  incidence „ 
Estimates  of  those  infected  in  Great  Britain  have  varied  from  500  cases 
per  annum  (Wilson  1932)  to  1,300  (Dalrymple-Champneys  1960)0  However 
with  the  steady  increase  in  the  proportion  of  pasteurised  milk  sold, 
Undulant  Fever  tends  more  to  become  an  occupational  disease,  likely  to 
affect  cowmen,  veterinary  surgeons  and  others  associated  with  the  handling 
of  cattle o  In  one  survey  during  1961  the  presence  of  latent  brucellosis 
was  demonstrated  in  70%  of  a  group  of  farmers  examinedo 

It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that,  in  spite  of  the  eradica¬ 
tion  of  tuberculosis  from  cattle,  risks  to  health  still  remain  for  all 
those  who  consume  raw  milk,  whether  on  the  farm  or  from  the  bottle  with 
the  official  designation  "Tuberculin- Tested,  Farm  Bottled" o 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 

Persons  travelling  abroad  to  countries  which  require  International 
Certificates  of  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  Cholera  must  have  these 
signed  by  the  practitioner  who  carries  out  the  vaccination,  and  the  form 
must  later  be  stamped  at  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  area  in 
which  the  doctor  resides <>  The  object  of  this  procedure  is  to  "authen¬ 
ticate"  the  signature o  During  1962  a  total  of  l,8o4  forms  were  dealt 
with  at  Comewell  House  and  a  not  inconsiderable  number  were  also  stamped 
at  Petwortho  The  number  during  the  year  was  greater  than  normal,  as 
certain  European  countries,  for  a  short  period,  required  such  certifi¬ 
cates  in  the  case  of  holiday-makers  from  this  country,  following  the 
occurrence  of  Smallpox  in  England  and  Wales e 


Care  of  the 


It  was  not  necessary  during  1962  to  take  action  under  Section  47 
of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948 „  This  is  the  section  which 
provides  for  the  compulsory  removal  from  their  homes  of  elderly  and 
infirm  persons  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  who  are  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  attentionQ 

A  number  of  cases  presenting  various  medico-social  problems  among 
the  elderly  were  reported,  but  in  each  case,  in  co-operation  with  the 
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District  Welfare  Officer ,  a  solution  was  found  without  having  to 
recourse  to  the  use  of  compulsory  powers 0

Horsham  is  a  residential  town  in  the  Weald  of  Sussex  which 
serves  as  a  shopping  and  recreational  centre  for  the  surrounding 
rural  areac  A  cattle  market  is  held  on  Wednesday  of  each  weeko 

Growth  of  the  town  continued  steadily  during  1962  with  237 
houses  and  flats  for  private  development 0  Twelve  houses  were 
erected  by  the  Council  for  letting  and  the  Council  also  built  21 
intended  for  sale  mainly  to  existing  tenants o  Following  the 
general  pattern  of  property  development,  many  more  flats  are  being 
built  than  was  formerly  the  case0  Industrial  development,  con¬ 
sisting  chiefly  of  light  industry,  continued  on  the  Foundry  Lane 
and  Hedkiln  Way  Estates o 


Most  of  the  public  health  matters  with  which  the  Council  is

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr0  GqS°  Mat one 


As  a  result  of  Circular  42/62  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government,  asking  for  a  systematic  approach  to  grant  aided 
improvement  of  substandard  houses,  the  Council  decided  that  as  from 
November,  1962  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  should  include  the 
Improvement  Grant  Scheme  as  part  of  his  other  housing  duties® 

A  preliminary  survey  of  the  district  showed  that  about  750  of 
the  9 ? 477  private  houses  would  benefit  from  Improvement  Grants  and 
that  many  people  had  little  knowledge  of  the  benefits  to  be  obtained 
from  the  scheme®  For  the  detailed  survey  it  was  decided  to  divide 
the  district  into  convenient  areas  and  to  circularise  each  occupier 
by  letter  with  details  of  the  grant  scheme,  together  with  an  offer 
for  an  Inspector  to  call  and  give  more  detailed  advice®  By  the  end 
of  the  year  work  on  the  first  area  was  proceeding,  but  insufficient 
experience  had  been  obtained  to  gauge  the  success  of  the  scheme® 

As  I  forecast  in  my  last  report,  more  complaints  were  received 
in  the  Department  of  noise  nuisance  from  factories  and  the  Inspectors 
made  22 4  visits  to  trace  whether  these  complaints  were  justified® 

During  Horsham  Festival  Week  the  Department  organised  a  combined 
Home  and  Road  Safety  Exhibition  in  Horsham  Park®  The  Exhibition  was 
well  supported  and  as  a  result  of  the  interest  aroused  the  Public 
Health  Committee  sponsored  the  inaugural  meeting  of  the  Horsham  Horae 
Safety  Committee  in  November® 

The  survey  of  Poliovirus  in  normal  children  organised  by  the 
Medical  Research  Council  was  completed  during  the  year  under  review® 
During  the  survey  the  Inspectors  arranged  for  specimens  to  be  taken 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Guildford,  from  269 
children  in  the  age  groups  6  months  to  4/z  years® 

The  number  of  complaints  (excluding  complaints  of  rats  and  mice) 
received  and  investigated  was  4^6®  Of  these  4  dealt  with  wasps  nests 
which  were  destroyed  by  the  Rodent  Operator®

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  CONDITIONS  WITHIN  THE  DISTRICT 


by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr 0  A^Do  Batty 

This  annual,  report  for  1962  is  significant  in  one  particular 
respect  in  that  during  the  year  a  detailed  housing  survey  was 
carried  out  in  one  village  centre »  On  the  face  of  it,  this  may 
not  seem  so  important,  but  this  survey  is  the  first  attempt  to 
obtain  information  about  housing  conditions  in  any  part  of  this 
Rural  District  since  the  very  hurried  survey  carried  out  in  19^6, 

And  the  facts  and  figures  will  be  dealt  with  under  the  Housing 
section  of  this  reports  Steady  progress  has  been  maintained  in 
dealing  with  unfit  houses  and  statistics  produced  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  show  that  formal  action  taken  by 
this  Council  under  the  appropriate  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts 
compares  most  favourably  with  that  taken  by  other  local  authorities 
in  the  County  having  similar  problems o  However,  the  rate  of 
improving  houses  with  grant  aid  cannot  be  considered  to  be  satis- 
factory  and  it  may  be  that  legislation  will  be  introduced  to  remedy 
this  situation  in  the  near  future » 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  record  appreciation  of  the  way  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  have  carried  out  their  duties  during 
the  past  year0  It  has  on  occasions  been  necessary  to  work  outside 
normal  office  hours,  but  such  duties  are  undertaken  with  good  heart * 
However,  there  are  times  when  one  feels  that  certain  members  of  the 
public  could  be  a  little  more  courteous,  especially  when  reporting 
complaints  to  the  Department's  Clerk,  Miss  Browning o  Many  diffi¬ 
cult  situations  have  been  avoided  by  her  sympathetic  understanding 
of  the  various  problems  dealt  with  in  the  department o 

HOUSING  ACT,  1937 

A  special  housing  survey  was  carried  out  in  the  village  of 
Partridge  Green  and  covered  79  private  houses  which  were  placed  in 
Category  3  and  below  in  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  carried  out  in 
19^6  and  which  lie  within  1  mile  radius  of  the  village  centre* 

The  purpose  of  the  survey  was  to  provide  information  concern¬ 
ing  (a)  the  number  of  houses  expected  to  require  Section  l6  action 
within  the  next  ten  years  (i0e0  likely  to  become  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  not  repairable  at  reasonable  expense),  and  (b)  the 
condition  of  the  houses,  having  regard  to  the  provision  of  modern 
amenities  and  their  suitability  for  grant  aid*

One  immediate  result  of  this  housing  survey  was  that  7  of  these 
houses  in  a  terrace  which  were  considered  to  be  unfit  were  dealt  with 
by  Clearance  Area  procedure ,  and  although  two  objections  were  made, 
the  Minister  agreed  with  the  Council 9 s  findings,  following  a  public 

inquiry „ 


Owners  of  properties  considered  suitable  for  improvement  were 
circularised  and  provided  with  grant  literature,  and  letters  were 
also  sent  to  tenants  of  these  properties  asking  for  their  co-operation  <> 
A  few  enquiries  were  made  but  the  response  in  the  way  of  actual  appli¬ 
cations  for  improvement  grants  was  most  discouragingo 

The  Government  has  already  indicated  that  unless  there  is  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  houses  being  improved,  then  consideration 
will  be  given  to  the  use  of  compulsory  powers,  but  if  the  rate  of 
decay  of  older  houses  is  to  be  halted,  then  these  drastic  steps  must

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr0  No  Green ® 

The  building  of  houses  by  the  Council  again  progressed 
throughout  the  year  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  twenty-six  units 
were  completed  at  Petworth  (South) ,  eight  units  at  Kirdford  and 
twelve  units  at  Northchapelo  Many  of  these  units  were  flats  and 
this  brought  about  a  great  deal  of  movement  among  the  occupiers  of 
Council  properties  as  older  people  were  moved  from  houses  into  the 
flats o 


At  the  end  of  the  year  tenders  had  been  received  for  the  build¬ 
ing  of  a  further  twenty-two  dwellings  and  a  block  of  old  people’s 
Units  at  Petworth  (South) 0 

Reconditioning  of  sub- standard  property  continued  throughout 
the  year  utilising  the  labour  available  beyond  that  required  for 
new  buildingo  Of  the  original  ’condemned 5  properties  discovered 
during  the  Rural  Housing  Survey ,  only  a  few  remain  to  be  dealt  with® 
More  properties  are  discovered  from  time  to  time  in  this  category 
as  age  and  deterioration  make  them  unfit  and  in  such  a  condition  as 
to  make  them  not  capable  of  being  made  fit  at  a  "reasonable"  cost. 

Private  house  building  continued  at  a  small  but  steady  rate 
throughout  the  year,  particularly  at  If old  and  Durfold  estates ®  At 
the  close  of  the  year  there  was  increased  building  in  the  Spye  Lane 
area  of  Loxwoodo 

Unfortunately  the  sewerage  schemes  prepared  by  the  Consulting 
Engineers  in  April  1961  for  boxwood,  Ifold  and  Kirdford  had  made 
very  little  progress  by  the  end  of  1962®  Town  Planning  approval 
had  been  received  but  difficulties  in  connection  with  the  purchase 
of  land  for  the  proposed  works  had  not  been  resolved® 

Preventive  medicine  which  includes  environmental  hygiene  and 
sanitation  is  never  very  spectacular  and  rarely  reaches  the  head¬ 
lines®  Those  working  in  this  field  are  for  ever  working  themselves 
out  of  a  job®  The  quiet,  steady  progress  towards  improved  health 
and  freedom  from  disease  should  have  every  encouragement  from  local 
health  authorities  as  the  guardians  appointed  by  the  public,  but 
after  thirty-five  years  in  public  health  work  I  must  say  the 
enthusiasm  one  might  expect  for  this  state  of  affairs  is  not  very 
apparent,  probably  because  of  success  in  the  past®  It  is  fortunate 
that  the  officers  still  maintain  some  enthusiasm  for  their  tasks 
though  without  encouragement  and  interest  this  will  undoubtedly  wane® 
An  outbreak  of  disease  or  food  poisoning  seems  to  be  the  only  time 
the  general  public  is  aware  of  the  public  health  service,  then 
clamouring  for  its  services  with  signs  of  panic® 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  public  water  supply  is  now  controlled  by  the  North  West 
Sussex  Water  Board.  There  has  been  no  appreciable  change  in  the 
areas  supplied  during  the  year.  A  larger  main  was  laid  from  Strood 
Green  to  Plaistow  via  Kirdford  with  a  view  to  improving  the  pressure 
at  Plaistow o 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  still  supplied  from  the 
Haslingbourne  boreholes  and  springs.  The  Loxwood  area,  including 
part  of  the  Ifold  estate,  is  supplied  from  the  Hardham  river  supply, 
and  Northchapel,  including  Shillinglee*,  supplied  from  the  boreholes 
at  Lodswortho 

Samples  were  taken  at  approximately  fortnightly  intervals  from 
the  distribution  mains  in  all  areas  of  the  district  with  satisfactory 
results  from  the  Bo  coli  test.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

During  the  year  the  new  walls  around  the  two  filter  beds  at 
Petworth  north  sewage  works  were  completed.  A  secondary  settling 
tank  and  new  soakaway  effluent  drains  were  provided  at  Heath  End 
Council  Cottages. 

The  sludge  drying  beds  at  the  Northchapel  sewage  works  were 
covered  with  a  corrugated  iron  roof  and  this  was  very  successful. 

The  sludge  can  now  be  removed  from  the  beds  after  about  three  weeks 
drying  on  average  which  gives  a  clear  bed  always  ready  to  receive  wet 
sludge  from  the  settling  tanks  at  weekly  intervals. 
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The  nuisance  from  the  pollution  of  the  stream  at  Bignor  and 
West hurt on  was  not  so  marked  this  year9  though  a  little  silage 
liquor  was  getting  in  from  Jays  Farm  for  a  few  days0  Formal  notice 
was  served  by  the  Council  under  the  Provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1961  for  the  farm  drainage  to  be  cut  off  from  the  public  sewer « 
This  notice  had  not  expired  at  the  close  of  the  yearo 

The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  reported  upon  the  provision 
of  a  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of  Bignor  but  this  was  not  pro¬ 
ceeded  witho 

Detailed  plans  for  Loxwood,  If old  and  Kirdford  sewerage  schemes 
were  received  from  the  consulting  engineers  and  Town  Planning  approval 
was  obtained o  Prolonged  negotiation  for  the  purchase  of  the  necessary 
land  required  for  pumping  stations  and  disposal  works  held  up  further 
progress  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  seek  a 
fresh  site  for  the  sewage  works  at  Kirdford  to  speed  up  negotiations o 
This  entailed  fresh  plans  and  these  were  in  preparation  at  the  close 
of  the  year0 


The  emptying  service  continues  to  increase  and  will  do  so  until 
the  Loxwood  and  Kirdford  sewerage  schemes  are  in  operation 0 


The  total  number  of  loads  removed  during  the  year  was  3s919 
(1961  -  3s)^37)9  thus  maintaining  the  average  increase  which  has  been 
fairly  consistent  since  the  rateborne  service  commenced  in  193^° 


The  difficulty  experienced  by  the  contractors  in  disposing  of 
the  cesspool  contents  was  even  greater  this  year  and  the  long  runs 
made  necessary  the  use  of  two  and  often  three  machines  to  get  the  work 
done0  The  Council  decided  to  defer  the  question  of  a  direct  labour 
cesspool-emptying  service  until  the  demand  is  reduced  by  the  proposed 
village  drainage  schemes 0 

Refuse  Collection  and  Salvage 

A  new  refuse  vehicle  was  acquired  during  the  year,  only  just  in 
time  as  the  old  one  broke  in  half  whilst  at  work  and  was  disposed  of 
for  scrap o  Both  are  now  fore-and-aft  tippers  with  diesel  engines 0 

The  new  vehicle  is  fitted  with  an  hydraulic  press  inside  the  body 
which  increases  the  capacity  by  about  one-third  and  has  been  success¬ 
ful  in  keeping  down  the  necessity  for  overtime  in  spite  of  the  increas¬ 
ing  number  of  houses o  One  vehicle  is  still  held  in  reserve  each 
Monday,  for  service  repairs  needed  by  either  vehicle,  or  for  special 
collections  of  litter  and  rubbish  for  which  applications  are  receivedo 
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If  this  refuse  is  not  cleared  as  house  refuse,  a  standard  charge  of 
15/-  Per  load  or  part  is  made  and  this  service  is  popular  among 
people  moving  house » 

The  refuse  tip  at  Shopham  Bridge  is  likely  to  be  filled  this 
next  year,  additional  quantities  of  refuse  having  been  taken  from 
Midhurst  R0D0C<,,  at  that  Council’s  request  and  for  an  appropriate 
payment o

approved  with  the  exception  of  one  discretionary  grant.  The 
Leconfield  Estate  still  make  most  use  of  the  scheme  and  are  grad¬ 
ually  providing  the  sub-standard  cottages  belonging  to  the  Estate 
with  amenities  more  in  keeping  with  twentieth  century  ideals* 

Reconditioned  Houses 


The  scarcity  of  housing  is  partly  reflected  by  the  figures  for 
reconditioned  houses  in  the  Rural  District*  During  the  year  eight 
houses,  the  subject  of  formal  action  under  the  Housing  Acts,  have  been 
made  fit,  at  a  cost,  in  some  cases,  far  in  excess  of  what  could  be 
termed  reasonable*  The  demand  for  houses  of  character,  however,  still 
makes  this  venture  profitable  for  speculating  owners*

Attempted  treatments  by  householders  and  business  premise 
occupiers 9  often  result  in  the  .Rodent  Operator  being  called  in  to 
complete  treatments,  the  cost  of  Warfarin  to  the  general  public 
usually  resulting  in  too  small  a  quantity  of  bait  being  laid  to 
deal  with  infestations 0 


The  refuse  tip  and  sewage  works  infestations  are  still  treated 
with  zinc  phosphide,  and  kills  have  been  very  goodo 

Complaints  and  treatments  have  been  considerably  less  during 
the  year;  this  is  partly  due  to  the  surveying  of  all  premises 
where  major  infestations  were  found  in  the  preceding  years  in 
addition  to  normal  survey 0  Invariably  rats  were  found  again  but 

could  be  treated  in  the  minor  stages  preventing  dispersal  to 
surrounding  premises®

operation  of  the  Ambulance  Service  was  carried  out  by  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade,  acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council *  In 
each  area  the  Divisional  Superintendent  was  responsible  for  the 
day-to-day  administration • 

At  the  Horsham  Headquarters  the  full-time  staff  consisted  of 
six  driver/attendants  and  the  Area  Transport  Officer .  Four  vehicles 
are  in  use*  The  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Horsham  Ambulance 
Division,  including  the  full-time  staff,  gave  many  hours  of  voluntary 
service  to  ambulance  work.  In  addition,  invaluable  help  was  renderecj, 
by  members  of  the  Nursing  Division  and  also  by  Senior  Cadets  when 
necessary.  During  1962,  3*745  patients  were  transported  by  the 
Horsham  ambulances,  the  mileage  covered  being  66,043,  and  by  the 
Hospital  Car  Service  37*761  patients  were  transported  to  and  from 
hospitals  and  clinics,  the  mileage  covered  totalling  388,279*  as 
compared  with  385*588  during  196lo 

B.  Other  Facilities 

(i)  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services:  A  comprehensive  hospital 
and  specialist  service  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board* 
Hospital  accommodation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain 
circumstances,  subject  to  appropriate  charges. 

(ii)  General  Medical  and  Dental  Services:  Everyone  is  entitled, 
as  part  of  the  arrangements  of  the  National  Health  Service,  to 
general  medical  and  dental  care.  Local  arrangements  for  these 
services  are  organised  through  the  National  Health  Executive  Council 
for  West  Sussex,  175*  Broyle  Road,  Chichester. 

(iii)  Family  Planning  Clinic :  A  Family  Planning  Clinic  is  held

This  is  under  the  control  of  the  Horsham  Branch  of  the  Family  Planning 
Association,  but  the  premises  are  made  available  to  the  Committee  by
